Russia has contracted to 
purchase 


$1,000,000,000 worth of merchandise 
in the United States in 1921 thru the 
syndicate headed by Washington

Vanderlip, a banker of Los Angeles, 
Calif., it was announced here by Mr. 
.V&nderlip before his departure for 
Reval in a, special train. 


The American financier said he was 


well satisfied with the result of his 
negotiations with the Soviet govern- 
ment. This sentiment was echoed by 
Russian officials.

• order secured here for fulfillment in 


the United States is the biggest in the 
history of the world. 


The correspondent of the Internat- 


ional News Service met Mr! Vanderlip 
at the foreign office just after he had 
signed the contract for a long lease 
.on a gigantic slice of Siberia and Kam- 
.chartka,. a tract as big as an empire. 
The banker was smiling and happy 
over the success of Ms deal. He gave 
out the following signed statement:

• "It has been brot to my attention 
that-'our secretary of state, Mr. Bain- 
bridge Colby, made a statement to the 
effect that I was in Moscow at the 
instigation of Senator (now president- 
elect) Harding negotiating for recog- 
nition of Soviet Russia by the United 
States. ' I came to Russia for the Van- 
derlip syndicate and secured on terms 
of 60 years, 400,000 sauare miles of 


1 ^Russian territory rich in oil, coal and 


fish. Tbis acquisition gives the Unit- 
ed States control of the oil situation 
on the Pacific. 


"I have also obtained an understand- 


ing whereby the Russian government 
•will purchase in the 
United States 


during 1921 merchandise worth $1,- 
000,000,000 offering in -payment, gold, 
platinum, furs, oil, oil products, mag- 
anese. 
copper, timber, 
pulpwood, 


hides, grain and other raw materials. 


"Great quantities of these supplies 


are ready for immediate shipment "to 
America.' The commodities not need- 
ed in the United States will be dis- 
tributed thruout European countries. 
In a few months, the unsettled condi- 
tions in the far east, which bave en- 
abled Japan to secure almost a com- 
plete monopoly on trade, will be brot 
back to normal conditions and goods 
purchased in America will move freely-i 
from air Pacific coast ports over • the 
Chinese eastern railway and the Si- 
berian railway as well as tbe Baltic 
seaports, the Murmansk ports and 
the Black Sea ports. 


"The Vanderlip syndicate purposes 


to act as fiscal agents' for the Rus- 
sian Soviet government immediately 


• upon restoration of trade traffic and 


the abandonment of the British block- 
ade.

This day will come to 
represent' to the civilized world what 
Independence Day means to Ameri- 
cans. 
It struck tbe death knell of 


autocracy and reve.rs.ed tbe doctrine 
that 'might makes right.' >It marks a 
new epoch in history and establishes 


.NEW YORK, Nov. 11.—The great 


Wall Street explosion on September 
16, which cost thirty lives and prop-

caused by anarchists or "Red" activi- 
ties, but was (the direct result of a 
war between! rival labor unions 
in 


New York, according to a sensational 
story published by the Evening World 
today, after an investigation of weeks.

The World goes on to state that tbe 


bomb was carried to the scene of the 
explosion in a wagon, driven by a. 
"big si-clid Pole" who did not know 
what was in bis load. The Pole had 
been merely instructed to deliver his 
load to the "jo1) at Broad and Wall-sts 
before 1" noon. 


"In tbe wagon was a monster bomb 


of dynamite about which broken bits 
of cast iron sash weights had been 
packed. 


"A clock work device to set off

«d States—"Since the World war hi* 
ruined the greater of the European 
continent* the initiation of.a new pa- 
lit! oaJ-ec?,. can vo.iUy,xb8..1ooked:for, front., 
the vlctovt. The vanquished can do 
no more "than to affirm and prove by 
hard work that they are Imbued with 
a new spirit, but that, like them solves, 
the victors too will be drawn Into the 
abyss if this new spirit doe*' not'over- 
rule the old. The only way to aave Eu- 
rope I* thru reconstruction by co-op- 
teratlon by all "nations. This. I* our 
Idea of the league of nations, and we 
hope that such a league will find more 
favor In America than the league of 
Versailles."

Crime In The United State; 


COMPARATIVE statistics of crime in "nglis"' and American 
\*s cities show a serious preponderance h ~e. ',t. Louis, for ex- 
ample, has 11 times as many homicides as 
as 1. verpool, an Eng- 


lish city about the same size. Burglaries in any of the larger 
American cities annually exceed those of London. Other Ameri- 
can cities fare as badly in the findings of Raymond B. Fosdick'n 
book, "American Police systems." 


The diverse elements in our population are offered as a •par- 


tial explanation for this disquieting disparity. Pvirh ox^U'r.ution, 
however acceptable to the smugly thotless, is untrue and unfair. 
The prevalence of crime in the United States — its ominous 
growth to the stature of "big business" cannot be placed on the 
shoulders of late immigrants. Some other accounting must be 
had, A marvelously condensed, dramatically epitomized ex- 
planation for American criminality may b« found in the story of 
Christy Dunn, gunman of Chicago and St. Louis. The police 
court record of Dunn, who is now in the latter city in a hospital 
with a couple of bullet wounds sustained in an attempted holdup, 
commenced eight years ago. It is a record of burglaries, hold-i 
ups, one charge of second-degree murder, court clemency, the j 
services of the professional bondsman. 
Arrested a few months 


ago, Dunn, at a police station, boldly gave his occupation as that 
of "thief." 
Here, then, is a professional criminal. The record proves 


him such. He himself admits he is a thief. Yet during his eight 
years of criminality the hiw has weighed lightly on him. 
A 


couple of brief periods of cor.flnement, in one of which the pa- 
role intervened to set him at li' erty, is the only inconvenience he 
had suffered In his outlawry until he met an intended victim who 
was handier with a gun, 
The most astounding feat re of this incredible, but com- 


monplace, American story v.'is the congratulations tendered by 
the police to the man who shot Dunn. 
Such attitude, tho, is 


easily understood. In Dvrn'a case the processes of the law, as 
they are intended to protect society from the lawless, had 
broken down. It took a man with a gun to stop this gunman. 


Can a parallel for Dunn's career be found in the criminal 


annals of English cities? We doubt it. If a man committs a 
crime in England he pays the penalty prescribed by law. If he 
commits murder he hangs, and he hangs promptly. It makes no 
difference either, who he is. Rich or poor, prominent or obscure, 
if he violates the lav/, he pays. 
Similar enforcement of the laws here would abruptly re- 


duce the volume of our criminality, but the pub_Hc may not hope 
for such justice and security of life and property until the intri- 
cate and terrible system which has been built by our criminal 
law practice for the protection of criminals has been shattered.
